Th* Haunt* and Habit* of Bemat Snow- 
Loving Species. 
The rcd-polis and the goldfinches 
often travel together, or at least are 
often to he found feeding in company; 
and as they resemble each other a 
good deal in size, general appearance, 
and ways, the casual observer is very 
likely not to discriminate between 
them. 
Only the summer before the 
time of which I speak I had spent a 
vacation at Mount Wachusetts and a 
resident of Princeton, noticing toy at­ 
tention to the birds (a taste so pecu­ 
liar is not easily concealed), had one 
day sought an interview with me to 
inquire whether the “ yellowbird” did 
not remain in Massachusetts through 
the winter. I explained that we had 
two birds which commonly went by 
that name, and asked whether 
he 
meant the one with a black forehead 
and black wings and tail. 
Yes, he 
said, that was the one. 
I assured him 
of course, that this bird, the goldfinch, 
dill stay with us all the year round, 
and that whoever had informed him 
to the contrary must have understood 
him to be speaking about the golden 
warbler. 
He expressed his gratifica­ 
tion, but declared that he had really 
entertained no doubt of the fact him­ 
self; he had often seen the birds on the 
mountains when he had been cutting 
wood there in midwinter. 
At such 
times, he added, they were very tame, 
and would come about his feet to pick 
up crumbs while he was eating his din- ; 
lier. 
Then he went on to tell me that 
at that season of the year their plum­ 
age took on more or less of a reddish 
tinge; he had seen in the same flock 
some wilh no trace of red, others that 
were slightly touched with it, and oth- j 
ers still of a really bright color. 
At I 
this I had nothing to say, save that the 
red birds, whatever else they were, j 
could not have been goldfinches. 
But j 
next winter, when I saw' the “ yellow- S 
birds,’ and the red poll-linnets feeding 
together in Commonwealth avenue I 
th' ucht at onee of my Wachusett 
friend. 
Here was the very scene he i 
had so faithfully described,—some of 
the flock with no red at all, some with 
red crowns, and a few with bright car­ 
mine crowns and breasts. 
They re- j 
mained all 
winter, and 
no doubt 
thought the farmers of Boston a very 
good and wise set to cultivate the 
evening primrose so extensively. This 
plant, like the succory, is of an un- I 
graceful aspect, yet it has sweet and I 
beautiful blossoms, and as an herb- 
bearing seed is in the front rank. 
I 
doubt whether we have any that sur­ 
pass it. the birds being judges. 
Many stories are fold of the red­ 
polls’ fearlessness and ready recon- i 
ciliation lo captivity, as well as of j 
their constancy to each other. 
I have ! 
myself stood still in the midst of a ; 
flock until they were feeding around 
my feet so closely that it looked easy 
enough to catch one or two of them 
with a butterfly net. 
Strange that 
creatures so gentle and seemingly so 
delicately organized should choose to 
live in the regions about the north 
pole ! 
Why should they prefer Labra­ 
dor 
aud 
Greenland, 
Iceland and 
Spitsbergen, lo more southern coun- ; 
tries? 
Why? 
Well, possibly for no 
worse a reason than this, that these 
are the l ands of their fathers. 
Other 
birds, it may 
lie, have grown dis­ 
couraged, and one after another ceas­ 
ed to come back to their native shores i 
as the rigors of the climate nave in-: 
creased ; but these little patriots aru 
still faithful. 
.Spitsbergen is home, 
and every spring they make the long 
and 
dangerous passage to it. 
Ail 
praise to them I 
lf an- be ready to call this and 
over-refinement, deeming it incredible 
t hut beings so small and lowly should 
come s<* near to human sentiment and 
virtue, let such not be too hasty with 
their dissent. 
.Surely they may in 
reason wait till they can point to at 
lea.**t one country where the men are 
as universally faithful to their wives 
and children as the birds are to theirs. 
The red-poll linnets, as I have said, 
are irregular visitors in this region ; 
several years may pass, and not one 
be seen ; but the goldfinch we have 
with us always. 
Easily recognized as 
he is, theie are many well-educated 
New Englanders, I fear, who do not 
know him, even by sight ; yet when 
that distinguished ornithologist, the 
duke of Argyll, comes to publish his 
impressions of this country, he avers 
that he has been hard Iv more interest­ 
ed in the “ glories of N iagara” than in 
this same little yellow bird, which he 
saw for the first time while looking 
from his hotel window at the great 
cataract. 
“ A golden finch, indeed !’’ 
he exclaims, 
buch a tribute as this 
from the pen of a British nobleman 
ought to give Astragalinu* triste im­ 
mediate entrance into the very best of 
American society',— February Atlantic. 


Eggs from the Old World. 
It will no doubt be new s,to very 
many otherw se well-informed houso- 
wives that a by no means insignifi­ 
cant percentage of the eggs Hied in 
America are not laid bv American hens. 
A World reporter who investigated 
the subject was surprised to find to 
what proportions the business of im­ 
porting eggs from Eruope had grown. 
While the Unifbd' States is annually 
sending more meat and larger quanti­ 
ties of breadstuff abroad, the increased 
importation of eggs has been corre­ 
spondingly great. 
Since September 
there has been received in New York 
over a million and half dozen of eggs. 
From present indications the importa­ 
tions of this year will be greatly in ex­ 
cess of that of any previous year. 
The business was started some four 
or five years ago. 
Eggs have long 
been an export tirtiele of Denmark. 
England’s supply comes largely from 
that country. 
But, from more inti­ 
mate commercial relations 
between 
importers of that country and New 
York export houses, tho idea was con­ 
ceived of adding eggs to the other ar­ 
ticles exchanged for American prod­ 
ucts. 
The experiment w’as fortunate­ 
ly made when the demand in this 
m arket was great and eggs command­ 
ed a high price. 
The importations for 
the first year was not large and a ready 
I market was found. 
The prices real­ 
ized were higher than those obtained 
I in England. 
For this reason the num ­ 
ber sent to New York w a * larger the 
following year. 
The increase has an­ 
nually been more marked. 
Not only Denmark, 
but Belgium. 
Germany, Hungary, and even Poland 
have contributed to the supply. 
Eggs 
from Denmark, however, are held in 
greatest favor and command the high­ 
est price. 
They are received here 
during the entire year, with the excep­ 
tion of the hot summer months. 
They 
are imported, ordinarily, ten months 
in the year, the great portion during 
the period from October to the middle 
of March. 
The 
importations 
are 
greatly affected by the weather. 
And 
it is regarded as proof of the increased 
trade that so large a quantity has been 
received while the wheather has been 
unusually mild. 
It is said that the eggs prepared in 
lime on the other side of the Atlantic 
are superior to the “ limed” eggs^ of 
this country. 
Therefore the first im­ 
portations of “ limed” eggs brought 
within 3 to 5 cents of the price of fresh 
domestics. 
Now 
the 
difference is 
much greater. 
As the Lenten season 
approaches the prices are not very 
wide apart. 
The supply of fresh eggs 
is smaller and the demand greater. 
European “ limed” eggs sell alongside 
domestics, and in some instances the 
former have the advantage in price. 
This is in part due to the quality, but 
mainly from the fact that those from 
some foreign 
countries, 
especially 


Denmark, are sorted and graded ac­ 
cording to size. 
This is not done in 
America. 
The prices thus far have 
ranged from 16 to 22 cents per doses 
at wholesale. 
But it is not alone in “limed” eggs 
that importers deal. 
Large quantities 
of fresh eggs come over daring the 
colder weather, and are brought into 
sharp competition with the domestic 
article. 
Eggs have been free of duty 
for many years. 
They were on the 
free-list of the ’47 tariff and remained 
so on the ’88 revision. 
The foreign 
eggs are easily distinguished in the 
wholesale trade, as they come packed 
in cases of fifty 
dozen 
each, larger 
than those 
in use in this country. 
But there is nothing to denote the 
difference 
in ffae retail trade. 
It is 
claimed that; the European eggs are 
used almost exclusively for cooking 
purposes.—New York World.

The Surplus Mines of Sicily. 
In Sicily, at the end of the Middlo 
Miocene period, the sulphur-bearing 
area was raised, and lal?es were form­ 
ed in which occurred the deposition of 
sulphur and its accompanying gypsum, 
tripoli, and silicious limestone. 
The 
sulphur rock is composed of sulphut 
and marly limestone, the sulphur be- 
• ing sometimes disseminated through 
tho limestone, and at others forming 
thin alternate layers with it. 
These 
I sulphur-bearing seams are often sep­ 
arated by layers of black marl, twenty 
I inches to six' feet thick, some seams 
attaining a thickness of twentv-eight 
feet. 
The total aggregate thickness 
of the sulphur seams reaches one hun- ; ]ujj 
dred feet in one case, but the average 
total is to 
twelve only 
All 
the 
seams are decomposed at their out­ 
crop, and show only an accumulation 
of whitish friable earth, called briscale 
by the miners, and mainly composed 
of gypsum. 
Almost all the Sicilian is carried to 
the surface on boys’ backs, consequent­ 
ly it does not pay to work below 
about four hundred feet, as it then be- 
| comes necessary to employ hauling 
machinery. 
Hence the deposits lying 
below that horizon are hardly touch­ 
ed, and as many of the beds are near­ 
ly vertical, and do not diminish iD 
I yield as they descend, the still un­ 
touched resources must be very great. 
Various estimates have been made as 
to the period for which the supply 
will last at the present rate of con­ 
sumption ; these range from fifty tc 
I two hundred years. 
There are said tc 
be about 250 mines in the island, and 
no less than 4,367 calcaroni were re­ 
ported in operation fifteen years ago. 
The average yield is stated not to ex­ 
ceed 14 per cent.—C. O. Warn ford 
Lock, in Popular Science Monthly foi 
February. 


Scientific Education Promotes Truth. 
Scientific education is a training in 
mental integrity. All along the history 
of culture from savage to modern 
civilization men have imagined what 
ought to be, and then tried to prove it 
true. 
This is the very spirit of meta­ 
physic philosophy. 
When the imagi­ 
nation is disciplined by unrelenting 
facts, it invents falsehood, and, when 
error has thus been invented, -the 
heavens aud the earth are ransacked 
for its proof. 
Most of the literature 
of the past is a vast assemblage of 
arguments in support of error. 
In 
science nothing can be permanently 
accepted but that which is true, and 
whatever is accepted as true is chal­ 
lenged again and again. 
It is 
an 
axiom in science that no truth can be 
so sacred that it may not be question­ 
ed. 
When that which has been ac­ 
cented as true has the least doubt 
t rown upon it, scientific men at once 
re-examine the subject. 
No opinion 
is sacred. 
“ It ought to be” is never 
heard in scientific circles. 
“It seems 
to be” and “ we think it is” is the 
modest language of scientific litera­ 
ture. 
In science all apparently conflicting 
facts are marshaled, all doubts are 
weighed, all sources of error are ex­ 
amined, and the most refined deter­ 
mination is given with the “ probable 
error.” 
A guard is set upon the bias 
of enthusiasm, the bias of previous 
statement, and the bias of hoped-for 
discovery, that they may not lead 
astray. 
So while scientific research 
is a training in observation and rea­ 
soning, it is also a training in integrity. 
—Popular Science Monthly for February.

The advocates of the steam­ 
ship subsidy clause made the most de­ 
ter rn mod efforts to overcome tile adverse 
vote of yesterday in committee of the whole, 
but their efforts were unavailing: 
The prin­ 
cipal objection to this clause was that the en­ 
tire amount of the appropriation—$000,000 
—would be absorbed by the Pacific Mail 
Steamship compauy, in whew special inter­ 
est it was charged the clause was drawn. 
This a: legation was given color by the fact 
that Mr Louderhaek, a prominent director 
of the company, has been here most of the 
winter nursing this scheme, aud it was given 
further continuation to-day by his presence 
In the corridor, surrounded by professional 
lobbyists and notorious strikers, ail of whom 
were actively working for the subsidy clause 
under Louderback’s 
orders. 
Considering 
the persistent and bare laced operations of 
this Pacific Mail lobby it is creditable to the 
house that the action of yesterday in elim­ 
inating the subsidy clause was confirmed by 
an increased vote to-day. 
Many of those 
who voted against this clause are favorable 
to granting proper aid in the form of hin-ral 
compensation for canying the United Suites 
mails, but in the ease under review no ben­ 
efit would have followed to the commerce of 
the country, and no additional facilities 
would have been furnished the postal ser­ 
vice. 
The paragraph of the bill which provides 
for the reduction of jx>stage on letters, aa 
passed bv the house, reads as follows: 
Upon all m a’tor of the first class, as defined by 
the laws of congress declared subject to post age 
at the rate of three cents for each half ounce or 
fraction, postage shall be charged on and after 
the let day of July, !Ss5, at the rate of tw o 
cent* for each ounce or fraction thereof, aud 
drop letters shall be mailed at the rate of two 
cents per ounce or fraction thereof, including 
delivery at letter carrier offices* ami one cent for 
each ounce or fraction thereof where their de­ 
liver?' by carrier is not established. 
The i*aragraph providing for the reduction 
of the rate on newspajiers reads as follows, 
and forms part of the paragraph above 
quoted: 
That upon all publications of the second class, 
except as provided in section 115 of the said aet, 
when sent by the publishers thereof and from 
the office of publication to bona fide subscribers, 
or when sent from a news agency to actual sub­ 
scribers thereto or to other new« agents, shall 
on and after July I, 1885, be entitled to tran s­ 
mission through the mail-; at one cent a pound 
or fraction thereof, postage to Ie* prepaid as now 
provided by law; provided, however, th at pub­ 
lishers of second-class publications may mail 
sample copies of such publications at tile rate of 
one cent for each four ounces or fractional jmrt 
thereof, to be prepaid by ordinary stam ps af­ 
fixed thereto; and all acts, so tar as they fix a 
different rate of postage than herein provided 
m o n each first and second-class m atter, are to

“ W hat is tile relative value of furs 
I cainpared with a few years ago?” 
“The increase in price has been re 
markable. The prom oters of Hie fashion 
j of wearing furs little deemed how ex­ 
tensive tile fashion was destined to be­ 
come. 
The advance in price has been 
from 15 to 90 percent., according to the 
nature and quality of the skins.” 
“ W here do you obtain your furs?” 
“Largely from London. 
The Hudson 
Bay Company has an almost exclusive 
monopoly of the business. 
They catch 
most of their fur-bearing animals in 
January and Febuary, and the skins do 
not rf ach London until the following 
December. 
The great London fur sales 
occur in January, March and June, the 
large American houses, through their 
foreign representatives, securing their 
stock at those sales. At the last Londou 
sales the price increased ‘JO per cent, for 
beavers, the advance being somewhat 
unexampled in tin history < f the trade.” 
“Do tile fur-bearing countries show 
any dim inution in the yield since the 
fashion of wearing furs has l>ecome so 
general ?” 
“No, indeed. 
The supply seems in­ 
exhaustible, and the possibilities of ex­ 
termination are very rem ote.”

UTO THE JAWS OF DEATH. 


A Charr® th at Amazed th® World J u t 
Thirty T®ars Ago* 
Pittsburg Cor. New York Sun. 
I t was thirty years ago to-day that 
the E arl of Cardigan's light brigade 
made its famous charge at Balaklava, 
near SebastopoL 
A gentlem an who 
was on the staff of an English General, 
and who witnessed the charge, give# 
the D ispatch this description of it: 
On October 25, 1754, our eyes turned 
to the heights of Balaklava, on the pos­ 
session of which depended the very exis­ 
tence of the allied forces. 
On that da} 
the Russians made a desperate attack on 
our lines, to be as desperately repulsed. 
W ord was sent to headquarters that th# 
enemy, under cover of a heavy fire from 
the forts, bad left Sebastopol in force 
and was massing himself so as to th reat­ 
en the safety of the heights. 
I was al 
once sent with an order for the cavalry 
and horse artillery to move and be ready 
to assume the offensive. 
They had nol 
to wait 
long. 
The Turkish 
line* 
were swept 
as 
by 
a 
whirlwind, 
and with our Mohammedan allies the 
word was ‘sauve qui p e n t/ 
The heavy 
cavalry on the right and the light bri­ 
gade on the left were advanced, with 
the artillery in the center playing e 
game at long bowls. 
Meanwhile a 
Russian 
battery 
was ostentatiously 
I moved forward, whose well* served guns 
promised to be em barrassing.

rh® Way England Conquers JTew 
Worlds. 


The Loudon Times of Oct. lith gives 
this brief history of the way in which 
one of England’s Australian colonies 
“annexed” the great island of New 
Guinea. 
It will be remembered that 
the Queensland 
Government 
rather 
suddenly realized the possibility that 
some other European nation m ight take 
possession of New Guinea, and thus, 
besides commanding the navigation of a 
narrow straight of vital im portance to 
the commerce of the colony, m ight be­ 
come a neighbor socially no less than 
politically 
objectionable. 
No 
sooner 
was this unpleasant possibility brought 
home to the Queenslanders than they 
proceeded to avert the danger by tak­ 
ing possession of the New Guinea coast 
on their own account. 
Their action 
was markod by an almost sublime sim­ 
plicity. 
The 
Police 
M agistrate 
of 
Thursday Island was ordered to go 
to 
New 
Guinea 
and 
declare 
it 
annexed. 
He did so and a colony 
whose whole population would only 
make a third-rate English town, l>ecame 
the owner of territory beyond sea two 
or three times as large as G reat Britain. 
The colonial office was asked to rec­ 
ognize this addition to the British E m ­ 
pire, aud its orderly official ideas were 
considerably upset by Hie request. Had 
Queensland stood alone we do not know 
what might have been Lord Derby’s 
reply; but it very speedily l>ecame clear 
that the question was one on which the 
whole of our Australian calonies felt 
; strongly. 
The action of Queensland 
was received with enthusiasm by the 1 
\ other colonies, 
which did not shrink 
I from sharing the moral and financial 
responsibility. 
Lord Derby suggested 
that before adding in this way to the

The challenge was instantly 
taken up, 
and the 
money—£15,(MJ0

been forthcoming, such was the tem pt­ 
er of the Colonies, had it t>een many 
times as much. 
Common action 
on 
this isolated question lias started a gen 
oral movement for confederation. There 
are difficulties to be overcome, not the 
least of which is the jealousy subsisting 
between Victoria ami New South Wales 
ami the consequent reluctance of the 
latter to pass the Federation Bill which 
ha* been agreed to by all the otherCol- 
onial Legislatures, hilt the idea is a 
fruitful one, and every advance made 
by the colonies will add to the import- 
aube 
of 
combination, 
at least for 
purpose® of external defense. 
At the 
cml of last session 
Mr. 
Gladstone 
was pressed to introduce a short bill 
simply enabling the colonies, or any 
four of them, to confederate if so dis­ 
posed. 
He declines! to tie so unless as­ 
sured that the Conservatives would not 
oppose it, on the ground that it was 
too late to introduce new content iou® 
m atter, while to introduce and then 
withdraw snch a bill would hardly Im* 
respectful 
to the 
Australians. 
The 
Conservatives refused to promise their 
aid, ami the bill was not introduced. 
The Yictonan Government expostulat­ 
ed with Sir Stafford Northcote on th* 
subject, but tile mischief was done; anti 
as tile franchise is likely to occupy the 
whole of the autumn session, the col­ 
onies will have to wait till next year for 
permission to do what this

“Oh, that is nil right,” 
and she gave a jolly little laugh, ami 
said, “ I ve lived too long away from 
m arkets and fresh meat not t i know 
how to make a meal, or a dozen, out of 
salt |>ork. 
Once -rn a time I cut it in 
tine® chunks, anil fried it in its own 
grease over a hot fire after parboiling; 
)mt now I cut it as thin as possible, 
take off the rind, and steep it first in 
clean, soft water, alK>ut milk-warm.

done, can be set in the oven to keep 
warm .” 
And all this time Aunt Dorcas 
was working while she talked, and then 
prepared a gravy of milk and floor and 
some of the grease from the meat, in a 
clean frying-pan.

The Haunts and Habits of Several Snow- 
Loving Species. 
The rcd-poli8 and the goldfinches 
often travel together, or at least are 
often to be found feeding in company; 
and as they resemble each otner a 
good deal in size, general appearance, 
and Ways, tho casual observer is very 
likely not to discriminate between 
them. 
Only the summer before the 
time of whicn 1 speak I had spent a 
vacation at Mount W aehusetts and a 
resident of Princeton, noticing my at­ 
tention to the birds (a taste so pecu­ 
liar is not easily concealed), had one 
day sought an interview with me to 
inquire whether the “yellowbird” did 
not remain in Massachusetts through 
the winter. I explained that we had 
two birds which commonly went by 
that name, and asked whether 
he 
meant the one with a black forehead 
and black wings and tail. 
Yes, he 
said, that was the one. 
1 assured him 
of course, that this bird, the goldfinch, 
did stay with us all the year round, 
and that whoever had informed him 
to the contrary must have understood 
him to be speaking about the golden 
warbler. 
He expressed his gratifica­ 
tion, but declared that he had really 
entertained no doubt of the fact him­ 
self; he had often seen the birds on the 
mountains when he had been cutting 
wood there in midwinter. 
At such 
times, he added, they were verv tame, 
and would come about his feet to pick 
up crumbs while he was eating his din­ 
ner. 
Then he went on to tell me that 
at that season of the }ear their plum­ 
age took on more or less of a reddish 
tinge; he had seen in the same flock 
some with up trace of red, others that 
were slightly touched with it, and oth­ 
ers still of a really bright color. 
At 
this I had nothing to say, save that the 
red birds, whatever else they were, 
could not have been goldfinches. 
But 
next winter, when I saw the “ vellow- 
birds,* and the r<*d poll-linnets feeding 
together in Commonwealth avenue I 
thought at once of my Wachusett 
frieDd. 
Here was the very scene he ] 
had so faithfully described,—some of 
the flock with no red at all, some with 
red crowns, and a few with bright car­ 
mine crowns and breasts. 
They re­ 
mained all 
winter, and 
uo doubt 
thought the farmers of Boston a very 
good and wise set to cultivate the 
evening primrose so extensively. This 
plant, like the succory, is of an un­ 
graceful aspect, yet it has sweet and f 
beautiful blossoms, and as an herb- 
bearing seed is in the front rank. 
I 
doubt whether we have any that sur­ 
pass it, the birds being judges. 
Many stories are told of the red­ 
polls' fearlt '.snebs and ready recon- | 
ciliation to captivity, as well as of 
their constancy to each other. 
I have J 
ruyself stood still in the midst of a 
flock until they were feeding around 
my feet so closely that it looked easy ! 
enough to catch one or two of them 
with a butterfly net. 
Strange that 
creatures so gentle and seemingly so 
delicately organized should choose to 
live in the regions about the north 
pole ! 
Why should the\ prefer Labra­ 
dor 
aud 
Greenland, 
Iceland and 
Spitzbergen, to more southern coun­ 
tries? 
Why? 
Well, possibly for no 
worse a reason than this, that these 
are tbe lands of their fathers. 
Other 
birds, it may be, have grown dis­ 
couraged, and one after another ceas­ 
ed to come back to their native skores 
as the rigors of the climate nave iu- j 
creased ; but these little patriots aro 
still faithful. 
Spitsbergen is home, 
and every spring they make tbe long 
and 
dangerous passage to it. 
All 
praise to them ! 
If any be ready to call this and 
over-retinement, deeming it incredible 
that beings so small and lowly should 
come so near to human sentiment and 
virtue, let such not be too hasty with 
their dissent. 
Nnrely they may in 
reason wait till they can point to at 
least one country where the men are 
as universally faithful to their wives 
and children as the birds are to theirs. 
The red poll linnets, as I have said, 
are irregular visitors in this region ; 
several years may pass, and not one 
be seen ; but the goldfinch we have 
with us always. 
Easily recognized as 
he is. thete 3 re 
many well-educated 
New Englanders, I fear, who do not 
know Lsm, even by sight ; yet when 
that distinguished ornithologist, the 
duke of Argyll, comes to publish his 
impression* of this country, he avers 
that he has been hardlv more interest­ 
ed in the “glories of Niagara’’ than in 
this same little yellow bird, which he 
saw for the first time while looking 
from his hotel window at the great 
cataract. 
“A golden finch, indeed !’’ 
he exclaims, 
buch a tribute as this 
troru the pen of a British nobleman 
ought to give Astragaliniis triatis im­ 
mediate entrance into the very best of 
American society,—February Atlantic. 


Eggs from the Old World. 
It will no doubt be news, to very 
many otherw se well-informed house­ 
wives that a by no means insignifi­ 
cant percentage ot the eggs n*ed in 
America are not laid by American hens. 
A 
World reporter who investigated 
the subject was surprised to find to 
what proportions the business of im­ 
porting eggs from Eruope had grown. 
While the Fnifbd' States is annually 
sending more meat and larger quanti­ 
ties of breadstuff abroad, the increased 
importation of eggs has been corre­ 
spondingly great. 
Since September 
there has been received in New York 
over a million and half dozen of eggs. 
From present indications the importa­ 
tions of this year will be greatly in ex­ 
cess of that of any previous year. 
The business was started some four 
or live years ago. 
Eggs have long 
been an export article of Denmark. 
England's supply comes largely from 
that country. 
But, from more inti­ 
mate commercial relations 
between 
importers of that country and New 
York export houses, the idea was con­ 
ceived of adding eggs to the other ar­ 
ticles exchanged for American prod­ 
ucts. 
The experiment was fortunate­ 
ly made when the demand in this 
market was great and eggs command­ 
ed a high price. 
The importations for 
the first year was not large and a ready 
market was found. 
The prices real­ 
ized were higher than those obtained 
in England. 
For this reason the num- 


Denmark, are sorted and graded ac­ 
cording to size. 
This is not done in 
America. 
The prices thus far have 
ranged from 16 to 22 cents per dozes 
at wholesale. 
But it is not alone in “ limed” eggs 
that importers deal. 
Large quantities 
of fresh eggs come over during the 
colder weather, and are brought into 
sharp competition with the domestic 
article. 
Eggs have been free of duty 
for many years.

W ashington’s Religion. 
A writer in 
The Episcopal Jiecordei 
has the follow ing: 
As I read, a few 
days ago, of the death of the Rev. 
Richard M. Abercrombie, rector of St. 
Matthew's Protestant Episcopal church 
in Jersey City, memories of my boy­ 
hood arose. 
He was born not far from 
my father’s house, in Philadelphia, 
and was the son of the Rev, Dr. James 
Abercrombie,a fine scholar and preach­ 
er, who had, in early life, correspond­ 
ed with the great lexicographer, Sam­ 
uel Johnson, and in later years was 
the assistaut minister of Christ’s and 
St. Peter’s churches, in Philadelphia, 
where my maternal ancestors 
had 
worshiped for more than one gener­ 
ation. 
One day, after the father had 
reached fourscore years, the lately de­ 
ceased son took me into the study of 
the aged man and showed me a letter 
which President George Washington 
had written to his father thanking him 
for the loan of one of his manuscript 
sermons. 
Wa.*>hington and his wife 
were regular attend ants 
upon hie 
ministry while residing in Philadel­ 
phia. 
The president was not a communi­ 
cant, notwithstanding all the pretty 
stories to the contrary, and after the 
close of the sermon on sacramental 
Sundays hail fallen into the habit of 
retiring from the church while his 
wife remained aad communed. 
Upon 
one occasion Dr. Ambercrombic allud­ 
ed to the unhappy tendency of the ex­ 
ample of those dignified by age and 
position turning their backs upon the 
celebration of the Lord’s sup per. 
The 
discourse arrested the attention of 
Washington, and after that he never 
came to church with his wife on com­ 
munion Sunday. 
Dr. Ambercrombie, 
in a letter which appears in tiie fifth 
volume of Sprague s “ Annals of the 
American Pulpit,” mentions that he 
did not find fault with the sermon, but 
respected the preacher for his moral 
courage. 
There is a story about Washington 
being found in the woods in 
winter 
time in prater by tin owner of the 
house which he used as his head-quar- 
ters at Valley Forge which 1 would 
like to believe if it were not so im­ 
probable, and if it had not been first 
put in print by the eccentric and not 
very accurate Episcopal minister, Mor­ 
gan L. Weera*. 
John Potts, of Potts- 
grove, had several sons and daught­ 
ers. 
One, James, studied law at the 
Temple, ixindou, and was a judge of 
the court of common pleas in Philadel­ 
phia at the beginning of the war of 
the Revolution, and, being a tory, 
eventually went to Halifax ; Jonathan, 
another son, studied medicine at Edin­ 
burgh. 4ud espoused the cauae of the 
colonies, and was tne medical director

The Surplns Mines of Sicily. 
In Sicily, at the end of the Middlo 
Miocene period, the sulphur-bearing 
area was raised, and lalfcs were form­ 
ed in which occurred the deposition of 
sulphur and its accompanying gypsum, 
tripoli, and silicious limestone. 
The 
sulphur rock is composed of sulphui 
and marly limestone, the sulphur be­ 
ing sometimes disseminated through 
the limestone, and at others forming 
thin alternate layers with it. 
These 
sulphur-bearing seams are often sep­ 
arated by layers of black marl, twenty 
inches to six feet thick, some seams 
attaining a thickness of twenty-eight 
feet. 
The total aggregate thickness 
of tho sulphur seams reaches one hun­ 
dred feet in one case, but the average 
total is 
to 
twelve only 
All 
the 
seams are decomposed at their out­ 
crop, and show only an accumulation 
of whitish friable earth, called briscale 
by the miners, and mainly composed 
of gvpsum. 
Almost all the Sicilian is carried to 
the surface on boys’ backs, consequent­ 
ly it does not pay to work below 
about four hundred feet, as it then be­ 
comes necessary to employ hauling 
machinery. 
Hcnc* the deposits lying 
below that horizon are hardly touch­ 
ed, and as many of the beds are near­ 
ly vertical, and do not diminish iu 
yield as they descend, 
tho still un­ 
touched resources must be very great. 
Various estimates have been made as 
to the period for which the supply 
will last at the present rate of con­ 
sumption ; these ran^e from fifty tc 
two hundred years. 
There are said tc 
be about *250 mines in the island, and 
no less than 4,367 calearoni were re­ 
ported in operation fifteen years ago. 
The average yield Is stated not to ex­ 
ceed 
14 per cent.—C. G. Warn ford 
Lock, in Popular Science Monthly foi 
February.

facts, it invents falsehood, and. when 
error lias thus been invented, -the 
heavens aud the earth are ransacked 
for its proof. 
Most of the literature 
of the past is a vast assemblage of 
arguments in support of error. 
I d 
science nothing can be permanently 
accepted but that which is true, and 
whatever is accepted as true is chal­ 
lenged again and again. 
It is 
an 
axiom in science that no truth can be 
so sacred that it may not be question­ 
ed. 
W’hen that which has been ac­ 
cepted as true has tho least doubt 
t rown upon it, scientltic men at once 
re-examine the subject. 
No opinion 
is sacred. 
“ It ought to be” is 
never 
heard in scientific circles. 
“ It seems 
to be” and “ we think it is” is the 
m odest language of scientific litera­ 
ture. 
In science all apparently conflicting 
facts are marshaled, all doubts are 
weighed, all sources of error are ex­ 
amined, and the most refined deter­ 
mination is given with the “ probable 
error.” 
A guard is set upon the bias 
of enthusiasm, the bias of previous 
statem ent, and the bias of hoped-for 
discovery, that they may not lead 
astray. 
So while scientific research 
is a training in observation and rea­ 
soning, it is also a training in integrity. 
—Popular Science Monthly for February.

Therefore the first im­ 
portations ~ of “ limed” eg^s brought 
within 3 to 5 cents of the price of fresh 
domestics. 
Now 
the 
difference 
is 
much greater. 
As the Lenten season 
approaches the prices are not very 
wide apart. 
The supply of fresh eggs 
is smaller and the demand greater. 
European “ limed” eggs sell alongside 
domestics, and in some instances the 
former have the advantage in price. 
This is in part due to the quality, but

Representative Dorsheimer has 
introduced a bill relative to the 
coinage of silver. I t fixes the sta n d ­ 
ard of weight at 480 grains, and 
provides for the issuance of treas­ 
ury notes, redeemable in such coin 
or in silver bars in proportion. For­ 
eign silver is to be taxed at the 
highest rate ot duty imposed on 
m anufactured silyer, and its coin­ 
age at any United States m int is 
prohibited. 
The bill also leaves 
the am ount of coinage optional with 
the secretary of the treasury, and 
invests the certificates w ith legal 
tender qualities, except when other­ 
wise expressly stipulated. 


C a m e of th e E gyp tian W a r, 


The main reasons which actuate 
E ngland in waging war against the 
Malidi in E gypt are about as fol­ 
lows. 
She has a large pecuniary 
interest in the Suez canal, Beacons* 
field having purchased one-third of 
the stock for $20,000,000, which is 
now considerably enhanced in val­ 
ue, and England has claims, for 
loans made by Englishm en to the 
Egyptiangovernm cnt to the am ount 
of $200,000,000. 
In 1876, at the 
request of Ismail, the former khe- 
dive of E gypt, France and England 
each sent an agent to look after 
their claims, who arranged what is 
know n as the “ joint control,” to 
supervise t h e ‘ entire revenues of 
Egypt. 
This m anagem ent exem pt­ 
ed the Europeans from taxation, 
and cost the E gyptian governm ent 
$2,000,000 a year, 
Ism ail wearied 
of this and kicked the “ control ” 
out of office, which act led to his 
deposition in 1879 by England and 
France, through Turkey, and the 
“ control ” was re-established. 
It 
reduced expenses and the army, and 
its acts produced the rebellion, u n ­ 
der A rabi Bey, in 1882. 
France 
here deserted England, leaving her 
alone to subdue Arabi Bey, which 
she did after a vast expenditure of 
money 
and 
loss of men. 
This 
obliged E ngland to garrison Egypt 
and manage its revenues, in order 
to m aintain her control of it. Such 
was the state of affaias in 1883, 
w hen 
M ohannned 
Achm et, the 
Malidi, appeared as the cham pion 
of Islam and slavery and the over­ 
taxed Egyptians, and massacred 
Yussef Pasha and his 6000 Egyptian 
followers, Thus E ng lan d was com ­ 
pelled to meet the new danger, and 
defend Egypt. 


B r i t i s h D y n a m it e L o b b y in g . 


W a s h i n g t o n . Feb. 14.—The de­ 
cision of the house committee day 
before yesterday on foreign rela­ 
tions, th at it would be unbecoming 
: to the dignity of the house to con­ 
sider resolutions condemning the 
actions of the Irish dynam iters, is 
not apparently just what the Eng- 
lisn governm ent expected. 
The 
; British governm ent has begun to 
lobby for some expression from the 
house favorable to English in te r­ 
ests. 
To-day, for an hour or more, 
Edward Pierrepont, British consul, 
sat in one of the big leather cu sh ­ 
ions at the m ain door of the house, 
calling out, one after another, of 
the foreign relations comm ittee, to 
whom he showed various letters 
and papers in relation to the d y n a­ 
mite question. 
His chief request 
was th a t the committee should re­ 
consider its 
determ ination 
and 
bring the m atter before the house 
th at a vote m ight he taken, if the 
house so desired. 
Congressman 
H ew itt and ex-Senator Eaton were 
kept in conference longer than the 
rest ®f the committee, in the effort 
to secure their co-operation. 
This 
failed, however, and various m em ­ 
bers of the committee to-night sa}* 
they shall not reverse their decis­ 
ion, although they may allow it a 
reconsideration. Congressman Fin- 
erty, when lie learned of Mr. Pierre- 
p o n t’s action, remarked th a t it was 
a superlative piece of im pertinence 
on the part of the British official, 
but characteristic, all the same. 


Rise of the S w edish Coast. 


An examination of a series of 
tide m arks, set in 1750, all around 
the Swedish coast, from the mouth 
of the Tornea to the Naze, in order 
to settle a dispute between 
the 
Swedish astronom er, Ceisius, and 
some Germans, as to w hether the 
level of the Baltic had been rising 
or sinking, shows th a t both parties 
were right. 
The gauges were re­ 
newed in 1851, and again this year 
and have been inspected regularly 
at short intervals, the observations 
being carefully recorded. 
I t ap­ 
pears, says N ature, th a t the Swed- 
i«h coast has been steadily rising, 
while on the southern fringe of the 
Baltic has been as steadily falling. 
The dividing line, along which no 
change is perceptible, passes from 
Sweden to the Schleswig Holstein 
coast, over Bornholm and Laland. 
The results have lately been p u b ­ 
lished by the Swedish academy of 
sciences, and it appears from them 
th at while during this period of 134 
years, the northern part of Sweden 
has risen about 7 feet; the rate of 
elevation gradually declines as we 
go southw ard, being only one foot 
at the Naze, and nothing at B o rn ­ 
holm, which remains at the same 
level as in the middle of last cen­ 
tury. 
The general average result 
would be th at the Swedish coast 
had risen about 56 inches during 
the last 134 vears. 


N ew C a n ad ian E x tr a d itio n T rea ty . 


As far as can be gathered from 
the outlines of the new extradition 
treaty between the U nited States 
and Great Britain, which has been 
subm itted to the Dominion govern­ 
m ent for approval, the proposed 
treaty is somewhat more extended 
than the treaty with Belgium, this 
inlargem ent having been made to 
more effectually meet the require­ 
ments of the extradition between 
the U nited States and 
Canada. 
The draft of the treaty subm itted 
to the Canadian governm ent en u ­ 
merates the following crimes as ex­ 
traditable offenses under operation: 
F irst— murder, including assassi­ 
nation, parricide, infanticide, and 
poisoning, or attem pt to murder; 
second, m anslaughter; third, coun­ 
terfeiting or altering money, or al­ 
tering counterfeit or altered money, 
fourth, forgery, counterfeiting or 
altering, or altering w hat is forged

A BABY MARTYR. 


Fenate.—The day was mostly devoted to the 
Indian appropriation InlL 
Tile provision for 
the payment of claims for Indian depredations 
v as struck o u t 
The 
nom ination 
of 
E. 
A. Kriedler, 
to 
be 
m arshal 
of 
M ontana, 
was 
taken up, and, a t the request of Senator 
Cameron of W isconsin, was laid over till 
Monday. 
The house passed the postofflce appropria­ 
tion bill to-day. The advocates of the steam ­ 
ship subsidy clause m ade 
the m ost de­ 
term ined efforts to overcom e the adverse 
vote of yesterday in com m ittee of the whole, 
b ut their efforts were unavailing. 
The prin­ 
cipal objection to this clause was th a t the en­ 
tire am ount of the appropriation—$ 0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
—w ould be absorbed by the Pacilie Mail 
Steam ship com pauy, in whose special in ter­ 
est it was charged the clause was draw n. 
This allegation was given color by th e fact 
th a t Mr. Louderback, a prom inent director 
of the com pany, has been here m ost of the 
w inter pursing this schem e, and it was given 
further continuation to-day by his presence 
In the corridor, surrounded by professional 
lobbyists and notorious strikers, all of whom 
were actively w orking for the subsidy clause 
under Louderback’s 
orders. 
C onsidering 
the persistent and bare faced operations of 
this Pacitlc Mail lobby it is creditable to th e 
house th at the action of yesterday in elim ­ 
inating the subsidy clause w as confirm ed by 
an increased vote to-day. 
Many of those 
who voted against this clause are favorable 
to granting proper aid in the form of liberal 
com pensation for c a n y in g the United S tates 
mails, but in the ease under review' no ben­ 
efit would have followed to the com m erce of 
the country, and no additional 
facilities 
w ould have been furnished the postal ser­ 
vice. 
The paragraph of the bill which provides 
for the reduction of postage 
011 letters, as 
passed bv the house, reads as follows: 
Upon all m atter of the first class, as defined by 
the laws of congress declared subject to postage 
at the rate of three cents for each half ouuce or 
fraction, postage shall be charged on and after 
the 1st day of July, 18*5, at the rate of two 
cents for each ounce or fraction thereof, and 
drop letters shall be mailed at the rate of two 
cents per ounce or fraction thereof, including 
delivery at letter carrier offices, and one cent for 
each ounce or fraction thereof where their de­ 
livery by carrier is not established. 
The paragraph providing for the reduction 
of the rate on new spapers reads as follows, 
and form s p a rt of the paragraph above 
q uoted: 
That upon all publications of the second cla«s, 
except as provided in section 25 of the said act, 
when sent by the publishers thereof and from 
the office of publication to bona fide subscribers, 
or when sent from a news agency to actual sub­ 
scribers thereto or to other news agents, shall 
on and after July 1, 1885. l»e entitled to trans­ 
mission through the mail* at one cent a pound 
or fraction t hereof, postage to be prepaid as now 
provided by law; provided, however, that pub­ 
lishers of second-class publications may mail 
sample copies of such publications at the rate of 
one cent for each four ounces or fractional part 
thereof, to Ik* prepaid by ordinary stamps af­ 
fixed thereto; and all acts, so far as they fix a 
different rate of postage than herein provided 
upon such first and second-class m atter, are to 
that extent re pealed on and after July 1, 1885. 
and any article or item in any newspaper or 
other publication may be marked for observa­ 
tion except by written or printed words, w ithout 
Increase of postage 


Senate—The Indian appropriation bill, after 
protracted consideration, passed. Mr. Dolph 
Introduced a bill making Seattle and Tacoma, 
Wash., ports of delivery. 
An amendment was yesterday proposed bv 
Senator Morgan to the anti-silver coinage bill. 
It ptrikes out the present provision for the sus­ 
pension of the coinage of the standard dollar, 
and authorizes the president, on and after April 
1, 1885, and in any succeeding mouth until 
April 1, 1886, to direct the secretary of the 
treasury to suspend, in whole or part, the pur­ 
chase of silver bullion for the coinage of stand­ 
ard dollars. 
House—T he senate amendments to the army 
bill were non-concurred in. The bill amending 
the statutes relating to the transportation of 
dutiable goods 
passed. 
Mr. Slocum (Dem.) 
moved to suspend the rules and pass the bill 
placing Gen. Grant upon the retired list. After 
debate this was lost—rl 58 to 103—not the nec­ 
essary tw o-thirds in the affirmative. The bill 
regulating the letting of mail contracts passed. 
The

w inter 
by 
the senate 
to place Gen. G rant on the 
retired list of the arm y was defeated by a 
vote o f 158 to 1 0 3 , tw o-thirds having failed 
to vote for the m otion to suspend the rules. 
The bill was brought up by direction of the 
com m ittee on m ilitary affairs, on m otion of 
Geu. Slocum. 
It was or ginally passed by 
the senate and reported favorably to the 
house prior to the veto of the Fitz John Poi- 
ter bill; arid in order to overcom e the con­ 
stitutional objections of the president the 
senate passed a second bill, which

fram ed by Senator E dm unds, in which the 
nam e of Gen. G rant does n o t appear.

bill is now on the speaker’s tab .e aw aiting 
the action of the house.

The leg­ 
islative, executive and judicial bill passed, hav­ 
ing been so amended as * 0 make Tacoma and 
Beattie, Wash., ports of delivery. 


W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 1 7 .— The j o i n t resolu­ 
tion providing for an alcoholic liquor com ­ 
m ission, which was to-day reported back 
adversely by the house com m ittee having 
the m a t t e r in charge, is accom panied by a 
rej>ort in which th e com m ittee says: 
The power to regulate retail liquor traffic has 
from the foundation of the Union l>een regarued 
as the exclusive rights of the states rather than 
the general government. Aitempts have been 
made by some states to entirely prohibit the 
manufacture or sale of spirituous or 
malt 
liquors, but with little apparent success; and 
the interests of temperance and sobriety, so 
much to be desired, would seem to demand wise 
and stringent restrictions and effective safe­ 
guards 
in 
connection 
with 
liquor 
traffic 
rather than impracticable efforts at absolute 
prohibition. To the several states of the I nion 
properly belongs the right to enact such local 
police regulations a« will throw every proper 
restriction around the liquor traffic compatible 
w ith the personal and property rights of citi­ 
zens: but uniform police regulations enacted by 
congress, practically suited to the different 
wants and requirements of the people of all the 
various states, would be difficult to frame and 
more difficult 1 0 enact. Any attem pt to control 
the personal habits and private conduct of the 
individual should be opposed so long as he does 
not interfere with the personal ugh i* of others 
or the peace and order t f society in general. As 
it is a m atter of grave doubt whether congress 
has a right to regulate the liquor traffic in the 
several states of the Union, atid as there seems 
to be no great pressing or urgent necessity for 
the passage of this bill, your committee holds it 
is not advisable to attem pt to exercise doubtful 
powers, which appear most properly to belong 
to the states themselves. 


F e n ate—The consideration of the bill prohib­ 
iting 1 he importation of foreign contract labor 
was concluded, and the bill passed by a vote of 
50 to 9.

in the fur line.” 
“W hat is the relative value of furs 
cam pa red with a few years ago?” 
“The increase in price has been re 
markable. The promoters of the fashion 
of wearing furs little deemed how’ ex­ 
tensive the fashion was destined to be­ 
come. 
The advance in price has been 
from 15 to 90 percent., according to the 
nature and quality of the skins.” 
“W here <lo you obtain your furs?” 
“Largely from London. 
The Hudson 
Bay Company has an almost exclusive 
monopoly of the business. 
Tliev catch 
most of their fur-bearing animals in 
January and Febuary, and the skins do 
not reach London until the following 
December. 
The great London fnr sales 
occur in January, March and June, the 
large American houses, through their 
foreign representatives, securing their 
stock at those sales. At the last London 
sales the price increased 90 per cent, for 
beavers, the advance being somewhat 
unexampled in the history < f the trade.” 
“Do the fur-bearing countries show 
any diminution in the yield since the 
fashion of wearing furs has become so 
general?”

The supply seems in­ 
exhaustible, aud the possibilities of ex­ 
termination are very remote.”

INTO THE JAWS OF DEATH. 


A Charge that Amasad th« World J u t 
Thirty Tears Ago. 
Pittsburg Cor. New York Sun. 
It was thirty years ago to-day that 
tbe E arl of Cardigan’s light brigade 
made its famous charge at Balaklara, 
near Sebastopol. 
A gentleman whc 
was on the staff of an English General, 
and who witnessed the charge, give* 
the Dispatch this description of i t : 
On October 25, 1754, our eyes turned 
to the heights of Balaklava, on the pos­ 
session of which depended the very exis­ 
tence of the allied forces. 
On that da} 
the Russians made a desperate attack on 
our lines, to be as desperately repulsed. 
Word was sent to headquarters that th« 
enemy, under cover of a heavy fire from 
the forts, bad loft Sebastopol in force 
and was massing himself so as to threat­ 
en the safety of the heights. 
I was af 
once sent with an order for the cavalry 
and horse artillery to move and be ready 
to assume tho offensive. 
They had no! 
to wait 
long. 
The Turkish 
line* 
were swept 
as 
by 
a 
whirlwind, 
and with our Mohammedan allies the 
word was ‘sauve qui pent.’ 
The heavy 
cavalry on the right and the light bri­ 
gade on the left were advanced, with 
the artillery in the center playing 0 
game at long bowls. 
Meanwhile a 
Russian 
battery 
Mas ostentatiously 
moved forw ard, w hose well served guns 
promised to be embarrassing. 
“ Lord Raglan, who did not know the 
full strength of the foe, saw that tliii 
obstacle must be removed ; but wheth­ 
er or not he also foresaw the necessity of 
first looking before the leap was taken 
must be forever a mystery. 
The com­ 
manders 
of 
the 
cavalry brigades, 
Lords 
Lucan and Cardigan, broth­ 
ers-in-law,, between 
whom 
no lov« 
was 
lost, 
were 
waiting the wore 
to engage, Lord Lucan, being thesenioi 
officer. 
To them sped Captain Nolan, 
a dashing hussar. 
Saluting the Gener­ 
al, he said lie bore an order—unwritten 
—from Lord Raglan that the battery 
must lie silenced and the guns captured. 
Lord Lucan, a man so cautious as W 
have earned the nickname ‘Lord Look 
on,’ fearing to expose his small force tc 
any ambushed dangers, asked for mort 
definite orders. 
With a slightly con 
temptuons turn of his handsome lip, the 
aid-de-camp pointed in the direction >f 
the battcrv and said: 
‘“ You see your enemy, my lord.’ 
“Even the Earl of Cardigan, im­ 
petuous as he was, generally speak* 
ing, 
looked 
at his 
commander in 
doubt as to the works. 
But, owing 
to the unhappy enmity existing be­ 
tween them, neither would speak hi* 
thoughts, and once more Nolan, impa­ 
tiently waving his sword, arhich he had 
fiercely drawn front his scabbard, and 
pointing it to the artillery, cried : ‘Take 
the guns; these are your orders!’ 
“The crisis has arrived. 
No resource 
is left but to do as lie bids. 
A cold nod 
of assent from Lord Lucan. 
A pro­ 
found bow follows from Lord Cardigan. 
'Light 
Division, 
forward, 
charge!’ 
breaks from bis lips. 
An echoing cheer 
is the reply from 007 throats, as with 
clang of scablmrd and rattle of bridle 
of bit, aud the braying of the trum pet, 
and the ringing cheer of the 'Heavies’, 
the Fourth aud Thirteenth Lights, the 
Eighth and Eleventh Hussars, the latter 
Lord Cardigan's own corps conspicuous 
in their cherry-colored trousers, and the 
Seventeenth Lancers, w ith ranks closed 
up and squadrons dressed as evenly ai 
if at a march past, trot forward down 
the slight declivity. 
At their head ride 
the gallant Nolan and the dauntless 
Cardigan—even in this supreme mo­ 
ment with a reckless laugh upon hi* 
face, as he argues some point of war 
with his brother hussar. 
“The unmasked batteries are already 
belching forth shot and shell. 
The trot 
breaks into a gallop, the gallop into a 
furious, 
headlong 
charge. 
Already 
Nolan has fallen, cut down by grape 
shot, the secret of the fatal day dr- 
ing 
with 
him. The 
serried 
ranks 
show 
frequent 
gaps 
as 
saddle 
after saddle is emptied. 
‘Close up! 
Close up! 
Charge!’ is the unceasing 
cry, and in a shorter time than it takes 
to tell the opening ranks of the foe dis­ 
closed to the doomed, but indomitable 
few, cannon to right of them cannon to 
left of them, eannon in front of them — 
and now cannon behind them. 
On 
through 
the 
broken 
Russian 
line 
pressed the noble army of martyrs, 
their oriflamrne, their brave leader’s 
flashing sabre, their support. 
“ With a wild cheer and a wilder leap 
the cheery-clad heroes fly over the guns 
as lightly as they would over a tive- 
barred gate on the hunting-ficld saber­ 
ing the gunners as they leap. A beard­ 
less boy, not yet seventeen, holds fast 
to the colors he has sworn to carry to 
death or victory and fails with the cry, 
‘My mother will hear of this!’ on his 
dying lips, still grasping that banner in 
his hami. 
“Far away, clear in front, with his 
aide-de-camp and a few choice spirits 
on his right hand aud on his left—none 
ahead of lmn, raging like a lion, fights, 
as with a forlorn hope, the leader and 
commander of the Light Brigade. 
He 
bears a charmed life, and his brawny 
arms endowed with a power or slaugh­ 
ter that grows mightier every moment 
from the meat it feeds on. Further and 
further he dashes on. cleaving his way 
with his blood-stained sw-ord till be 
reaches the last of the guns. 
“Here, when he sees the end is not 
yet, but that rank upon rank of cavalry 
and infantry, with heavy artillery in 
the rear, stretches out back to the 
city’s utmost bastion, he recognizes 
how useless it will be further to tempt 
the fates and fight one against a thou­ 
sand. 
Coolly pnd calmly, as if in Hyde 
Park, he takes in the situation at a 
glance, and gives the word to the trum ­ 
peter to sound first the ‘assembly,’ 
then the ‘retreat.’ 
A bullet flashes 
through the lioy’s hand as lie raises his 
trum pet to his mouth,but,Stoic-like, he 
makes no sign. 
Clear rings out the 
summons. 
A dozen only answer the 
call. 
Not one save Lord Cardigan, but 
is wounded more or less severely, and 
his clothing 
shows where lance or 
saber or 
ball 
had 
ploughed their 
wav over his unscathed flesh.

“The enemy, paralyzed by the shock 
of the charge, and fancying that the 
whole British army supports the hand­ 
ful of braves, pauses in his murderous 
work to cheer the 108 survivors who re­ 
turned slow lv and sadly to the place 
from which they came, having, from a 
military standpoint, acheived nothing, 
yet covered w ith a deathless, fadeless 
wreath of glory.

The W ay E ngland Conquer* New 
W orlds. 


The London Times of Oct. 11th gives 
this brief history of the way in which 
one of England’s Australian colonies 
"annexed” the great island of New 
Guinea. 
It will be remembered that 
the Queensland 
Government 
rather 
suddenly realized the possibility that 
some other European nation might take 
possession of New Guinea, and thus, J 
besides commanding the navigation of a 
narrow straight of vital importance to 
the commerce of the colony, might be­ 
come a neighbor socially no less than 
politically 
objectionable. 
No sooner 
was this unpleasant possibility brought 
home to the Queenslanders than they 
proceeded to avert the danger by tak­ 
ing possession of the New Guinea coast 
on their own account. 
Their action 
was markod by an almost sublime sim­ 
plicity. 
The 
Police 
Magistrate 
of 
Thursday Island was ordered to go 
to 
New 
Guinea 
and 
declare 
it 
annexed. 
He did so and a colony j 
whose w’hole population would only 
make a third-rate English town, liecame 
the owner of territory beyond sea two 
or three times as large as Great Britain. 
The colouial office was asked to rec­ 
ognize this addition to the British Em ­ 
pire, and its orderly official ideas were 
considerably upset by the request. Had 
Queensland stood alone we do not know 
what might have been Lord Derby’s 
reply; but it very speedily became clear 
that the question was one on which the 
whole of our Australian colonies felt 
strongly. 
The action of Queensland 
was received with enthusiasm by the 
other colonies, which did not shrink 
from sharing the moral and financial 
responsibility. 
Lord Derby suggested 
that before adding in this way to the 
area 
of 
tho 
empire 
they 
ought 
to confederate 
and 
jointly defray 
at 
least 
a 
portion 
of 
the 
ex- I 
j>ense. 
The challenge was instantly 
takes up, and the 
money—£15,000 
a year estimated to lie required for the 
Australian jmrtion of the enterprise was 
promptly guaranteed, and would have 
been forthcoming, such was the tem pt­ 
er of the Colonies, had it been many 
times as much. 
Common action 
on 
this isolate! question has started a gen 
oral movement for confederation. There 
are difficulties to lie overcome, not the 
least of which is the jealousy subsisting

The 
Conservatives refused to promise their 
aid, and the bill was not introduced. 
The Victorian Government expostulat­ 
ed w itli Sir Stafford Northcote on th* 
subject, but the mischief was done; and 
as the franchise is likely to occupy the 
whole of the autumn se->**ion, the col­ 
onies will have to a ait till next year for 
permission to do what this 
country 
ought to miss no opjmrtunity of en­ 
couraging them to effect.

“There is not anything in the house 
but salt pork.” I heard the cook sav to 
Aunt Dorcas. 
“Oh, that is all right,” 
and she gave a jolly little laugh, and 
•aid, “I've lived too long away from 
markets and fresh meat not t j know 
how to make a meal, or a dozen, out of 
salt pork. 
Once -in a time I cut it in 
tliitE chunks, and fried it in its own 
grease over a hot fire after parboiling; 
But now I cut it as thin as possible, 
lake off the rind, and s te e p it first in 
clean, soft water, alxrat milk-warm. 
It 
requires rather slow cooking, and, when 
done, can be set in the oven to keep 
warm." 
And all this time Aunt Dorcas 
was working while she talked, and then 
prepared a gravy of milk and flour and 
some of the grease from the meat, in a 
clean frying-pan. 
She toasted some 
stale bread, and dipped it in the gravy, 
using it as a garmsu for the meat, fry­ 
ing a few 
egg-i 
to 
lay 
between. 
“In 
this 
wav 
a 
little 
pork 
goes 
a 
long 
wav," 
said 
she. 
“Child­ 
ren prefer the toast, egg and gravy 
to the meat." 
Then she cut up some 
apples and fried them as we do Sarato­ 
ga potatoes, removing the cores, but 
not peeling the apples. 
It made alto­ 
gether a palatable dinner, and, as she 
predicted, the children liked the toast 
and gravy with their baked potatoes 
better than the meat. 
One day she cooked what she called 
“furmitv” in the place of barley or rice. 
It was made by steeping wheat for 24 
hours, then boiling it gently in soft wat­ 
er for six hours. 
It is then set away 
for future use, and w hen wanted is cov­ 
ered with milk upon the stove and al­ 
lowed to simmer. 
Half an hour before 
it is wanted, stir in a couple of well- 
beaten eggs, a little allspice and sugar 
to taste. 
“It's a nice dull,” said aunt; 
“and where we grow so much wheat it 
is handy to keen it lioiled and ready 
for use. 
One can’t always be running 
to the store for rice, and the children 
alwans liked furmity the l>est.” 
“Did you ever steam eggs?” she 
asked one morning before breakfast, j 
an<l she took up a pie plate, buttered 
it, and broke some eggs on it. then 
seasoned them w ith salt and pepper and 
a little butter. 
Then she set the plate 
in a steamer, and cooked till set. 
They 
were (lone to a turn, and would l>e a 
good dish for a delicate appetite. 
“Eggs 
and chickens arc plentiful out W ed, 
dearie,” she said, “and we try and cook 
them with as much variety as possible.”
